Attempts to discredit the 
motive 


of the county officials with respect to

The other reason is 
that from the date City Solicitor Nor- 
pell notified me there were any spe- 
cial assessment delinquents, with the 
limited force in my office I would not 
have had time to compile the list for 
advertisement at the date prescribed 
by law. Some time later Councilman 
Knauber handed 
me a typewritten 


memorandum, unsigned, which pur- 
ported to be a copy of council's reso- 
lution urging the sale of delinquent 
property. -That was presented to me 
on January 29, and had I had such a 
list of delinquents ready for publica- 
tion that day It could not have been 
advertised the required two weeks 
because the legal time was up just 
thirteen days later. 


"I sought authority for my action. 


State Examiner Sage informed me it 
was not my duty to publish such 


that the only instance of 'cold feet, 
aa alleged by Knauber, is for the 
sake of keeping within the law and 
protecting the rights of the taxpayers 
at large."

WIRELESS OPERATOR

tomley, architect, on the memorial 
fountain which is to be erected at 
the base of the barge office tower in 
battery park to the memory of Jack 
Phillips, the wireless operator of the 
Titanic, and others of his craft who 
have lost their In es at sea heroical- 
ly doing their duty. 


The fountain, which will be of the 


finest white granite, will consist of 
a huge basin on

Dr. McCampbell is the active head 


of the organization which Ohio main- 
tains to fight disease and to protect 
the public health. Although a compar- 
atively young man, Dr. McCampbell is 
recognized as one of the leading au- 
thorities in the United atates on pub- 
lic health matters. He is frequently 
called upon to address national and 
inter-national associations devoted to 
health conservation.

000 from "the Rockefeller Foundation for the Young Men's Christian 
Association of the institution. 


The governor and judge took this action at a meeting of the trus- 


tees at Raleigh. They said the university was a state institution, and 
should not seek aid outside the state. It was urged by some trustees 
that other institutions were getting Rockefeller 
Foundation 
money, 


and that the university here had been promised $50,000 if the alumni 
raised ?25,000. 


The incident provoked sharp differences between 
state 
officials, 


but was settled by defeating the movement for the Rockefeller gift.
